I brought with me last year from 
the exeavations at Beisan, Palestine, a few 
copper coins, some bearing the head and in- 
scription of Constantine, others bearing a 

_large Greek K, etc. We are examining these 
coins with the intent to determine the date 

of manmnfacture and the metallurgical processes 
employed at that time in coinage. We are 
using the electrolytic restoration method ad- 
vised by Professor Colin G. Fink of Columbia 
University, and adapted by the Metropolitan 
Museum for some of its restoration work, 


Would you be kind enough to recommend 
a book which would be of help in identifying 
these coins, and which would also, perhaps, 
describe the coinage processes employed in 
those times? 


I am, of course, aware that this 
particular hill has a very long history and probably 
represents many eras in the evolution of coinage, 
but I hope you will feel moved to make some help- 
ful suggestions,
